The thoft of $200 worth of 
jewellery from the art store of 
Messrs. Komor and . Komor, In 
Chater Road, was the subject of a 
charge against Lam Chun, a young 
Chinese apenking tho Kingchow 
dialect, who appeared on remand 


before Mr. Williams at the Cen- |- 


tral Police Court this morning. . 
For the police, Detective Inspec. | 
tor W. Shannon stated that on the 
13th of last month defendant was 
alleged to have visited the store 
and inspected some jewellery dis- 
played there by a Chinese. The 
owner was nway at the time, and 


there was present in the shop|' 


a “boy” named Tam Mo and Miss 
Noronha, an assistant. 


The defendant was shown cer- 
tain articles of jewellery and he 
himself Indicated certain articles 
in the showcase and asked for the 
prices, ‘but made no purchase. 
He had left when the owner of the 
jeweHery returned at 2 p.m. The 
“boy” then mentioned the visit of 
the customer, remarking that this 
samo man had been in on. two pie- 
vious dates and chad been inapect- 
Ing the ‘jowellery. The - owner 
went to the showcase, and dis- 


covered the loss of.a jade-mount- 


ed gold ring, a jade pendant and 
two pieces of carved jade. 


Nothing happened until the 29th 
of Inst month when the shop “boy,” 
who was present when the defen- 
dant called on the 19th, saw ‘the 


defendant cross the street In front} ’ 


of Messrs. Ullmann's, Having in- 
formed the owner of the jewellery. 
as to who the man was, the “boy'” 
croased over and asked the defen- 
dant to accompany him’ back to 
the shop. When he entered, the 
door was closed after him, and he 
was detained there until the police 
were aent for.

Butte takes, the post left 
vacant by the resignation of Vice-

pointed by ‘President. Hoover, but 
resigned before taking office beenyse 
of strong opposition to him in the 
Philippines. : 

Mr. Butte, a Californian by birth, 
was admitted to the Texas: bar in 
1908 and the Oklahoma bar in 1904, 
He practiced in Muskogee, Okla- 
homa, from 1904 to-1911. In 1914 
he became professor of low at the 
University of Texas, and dean of 
the Iaw school {n 1923." He ran for 
the governorship of Texas on the 
Republican ticket in 1024, 

n 1925 he was named attorney 
general of Porto Rico, and served 
on three occasions as acting gov- 
ernor of Porto Rico. 

During the war he served with 
the rank of major ns chief of the 
foreign intelligence section of the 
general staff, U. 8. Army.

DEATH OF SIR OTTO]FOREIGN CAPITAL] BRITISH-AMERICAN 


JOHN BEIT. 


GREAT BENEFACTOR TO 
SCIENCE. 


S. AFRICAN MAGNATE. 


London, ‘Dee, 7. 

The death has oecurred of Sir 
Otto Beit, one of the best known 
Anglo-South Africans and 4 great 
benefactor to hospitals and other 
institutions. 

Born in December, 1866, his 
father way Alfred Beit, 9 Hamburg 
Jew, who nequired great wealth 
in South Africa, becnme one of 
“Cecil Rhodes's ablest and most 
loyal financial aupporters, found- 
ed at the University of Oxford a 
chair of colonial history and left 
large bequests to Cape Town, 
Johannesburg and London for 
educational purposes, 

The busincas side of Sir Otto 
Beitts Hfe was chiefly concerned 
with his directorships of the 
British South Africa Co. and 
Rhodesia Koilyays, Ltd, 

During the war, hawever, he 
was a zealous hoapital worker and 
he always showed that bis Interest 
In the alleviation of | human 
muttering wis vers wide nad prac- 
teal. 

He founded the Beit: Memorial 
Fellowship for Medical Research 
and was a member of the gevern- 
inge body of the Emperial College 
ef Science and Technology and a 
trustee of the Rhodes Trust which 
provides for acholarsbips at 
Oxford for students from the 
British. Dominions and colonies 
and American, Originally seholar- 
ships for German students were 
included under the trust. but 
these were abolished in 1916. 

The Lnperial College and many 
other institutions have benefitted 
largely by the generosity Sir Otto 
showed In his desire to enccurage 
research in selence and medicine, 
In November, 1928, when the 
progress in the understanding ot 
the use of radium for the. treat- 
ment of cancer led to a great: de 
mind for the precious remedy, he 
contributed £60,000 for the pure 
chase of radium to be tent to 
hospitals in need af it, This sum 
was sufficient to buy 4 grammes—-- 
a spoonful, but oa very large 
quantity ag radium joes. Shartly 
hefore this he had given £13,009 in 
response toe a Red Croas appeal for 
funds to extablish a clings for the 
treatment of rheumatic diseases,

AMERICAN LEGATION 
FORECAST. — 


_ STORY OF BIG LOANS IN 
NEAR FUTURE. 


PROSPECTS OF PEACE. 


. Peking, Dec, 7. 

According to the United States 
Legation, keen competition mny 
be expected in the near future 
between foreign cnpitalists and 
banking institutions as a result 
of the improvement in the Chin- 
ese political situation and the de- 
termination of the Nationalist 
Government to eliminate all law. 
less elements in Central and 
South China. 


The aame quarter stutes that a 
pumber of American and Euro- 
pean capitalists are preparing to 
open negotiations with ‘Nanking 
for fonna to cover new enterprises 
in China, and although no nanies 
of individuals or banks are given, 
the amount Involved is sald to be 
very considerable, 


Cause of Confidence. 


The confidence of foreigal cag. 
talists in the future of China bas 
to some extent been caused by the 
offleial visit t6 Nanking of General 
Chang Hsueb-iang and the re. 
peated agsurinces made by Mar- 
shal Chiang Kai-shek and General 
Chang to establish poace in China 
na the foremost aim of the Nan- 
king and Mukden Governments, 

General Chang Haueh-tiang and 
hia party of Manchurizn officlals ar. 
rived at Tientsin yesterday from 
Nanking. In the evening General 
Chang entertained General Yu 

i tng, Commander of the 

rian expedition to Peking 
General Wang Shu- 
hung. Garrison Commander of 
hihli Province. and others. Gen- 
ral Chang Haueb-lang has cancel- 
led his trip to. Peking and will be 
leaving for Mukden direct — to- 
morrow evening. 


A New Seaport, 


Manchurian Government circles 
atate that while at Nanking General 
Chang Haueh-ling reached mnt agree- 
ment with Marshal Chinng Kai-shek 
concerning the Manchurian decision 
to develop Hulutao sen-port. 

Situat@ to the north cast of 
Chinwangtao. and facing the Galf 
of sLiaotuny, Hulutag commands a 
good yeographient situation, and 
in this connexion General Chang 
Hsuch-liang is ‘known to have 
secured a promise from Marshal 
Chinng that. the’ Nanking Finance 
Ministry will assist Mukden in this 
project. The sum promised is not 
mentioned, but it fs believed . to 
be several million dollars. 


Abolition of Likin. 


Interviewed, General Chang told 
Chincse newspaper correspondents 
who visited his residence at the 
French Settlement that, in conform- 
ity with a resolution reached at the 
recent Kuomintang conference at 
Nanking, the Manchurian Govern- 
ment will abolish Ikin as from 
January Ist. 1931, : 

The Manchurian ruler said that 
the revenue of the Three Eastern 
Provinces would be decreased con- 
siderably swith the cancellation of 
the native ‘taxes, but he had 
gectired a promise from Nanking: 
that in future military expenses 
in Manchuria woukd be paid by 
the Nanking Treasury. Part. of 
the local revenues would be re- 
mitted to the Nanking Ministry 
after deducting necessary sums 
for the maintenance of the 
civil and municipal administra- 
tions.
